— A flaming 
flood of burning oil, which swept over 
the Jersey meadows and spilled Into 
Staten Island Sound, blowing up 34 
oil tanks and rausln^ $1,000,000 dam- 
age was brought under control today 
after a fourteen-hour fight 
No lives were lost. 
Starting with explosion of a still 
in the plant ot the Wamer-Qulnlan 
Asphalt Co. lata yesterday, the "burn- 
ing saa" eovarsd many acres. 

For a time tha biasing oil threatened 
to cross the sound to Staten Island. 

All night the scene waa Illuminated 
Willi tlip glare of burning oil and as- 
phalt. A heavy pall of smoke hung 
over an area of miles. 

The tanks blew up one after iinother 
throwlMc masses of flame skyward 
and (lumping new fuel on the blaze. 

Navigation was haltad'a mile back 
of the danger zone.

The President, in his address to Congress on the soldier bonuf 
legiilation, which he firmly beUeves should be postponed indefinitely, 
aelMowledge in tlie rtrongert terma the nation'a debt of gratitude to 
the former service men, Uit laid particulur empharia upon the obli- 
gation of the government to thoae that are au/fering from wounds 

and diiabilities , . ^ 

As tlie President says, ^'thc government has not only spoken, but 
haa acted and accomplished." The present administration has taken 
the following steps in its program of soldier relief: 

1. Appropriated for fire-proof hospitals to take the place 
of the flimsy, one-story, insanitary paperboard buildmgs in wWch 
thousands of sick and wounded men have been treated, the «um of 
♦18,600.000, ^ . ^ 

2. Corrected the disgraceful conditions which were found to 
prevail in certain contract hospitals, where men were suffering the 
most serious deprivation and mistreatment. 

3. ^uthori^cd the use by the PubUo Health Service of subston- 
tial army buildings throughout the country for emergency hospital 

purposes. , 

4 Appointed the Dawes commission wlrioh wittim thirty-six 
hours surveyed the situation and submitted !i scheme of reform which 
has been incorporated in a bill, already passed by the House, wlueh 
combined all relief bureaus under a single head. 

Placed a m.'u. al the head of the War Risk Insurance Bureau 
who adjudicated 10,000 pending eases in a single month, and 
brought the work up to date. 

Some of the specific accomplishments which the President men- 
tions are as follows: Of 107,000 men enrolled for vocational training 
and rehabilitation 83,000 are in training, four thousand of whom have 
been returned to trniiiful occupations; 1be expenditur.-s for this pur- 
pose are at the rate of $468,000,000 a year; out of 887,614 medica 
examinations requested less than 14,000 await action; 26.000 disable.! 
men have been placed in hospitals, and there remain 6.000 vacant 
beds available; by .July 21 the work of the War Risk Bureau will bo 
current, though new claims are being filed at the rate of 700 a day. 

Tliis is a sufficient answer to those who have been complainmg 
that the government has been shamefully neglecting the service men 
who have needed relief.

Wont Be Necessary To Hare BIk 
Laadlnr Field With New 

DlTMtiOB. 

Dayton, Ohio. — Years of effocrt to 
cut down the comparatively liigh coat 
ot commercial aviation will be realiz- 
ed, officials of the Dayton-WriRht Air- 
plane Company bellevo, wiih liio pst- 
enting of a new wing, invented by an 
empl yee of the co^ipany. Patents 
now are pending in Washington. 

Tlie wing will be controlled by the 
pilot, and in coming to earth can be 
SO manlpuhited that it will arch, much 
as a bird't wing, enabling a practically 
undevlating glide to earth. Instead fo 
flying at various levels heforo alinlu- 
Ing. It Is stated. Pending its paiouts 
the company l.s disclosing notliliii; fur- 
ther rcnardlng the nature of tlio iii- 
vontimi. 

The new wing, according to Col, V. 
R. Ciarlc. ehipf engineer of (he com- 
pany, will make possible a reduction 
In cost by Increasing the carrying ca- 
pacity of any plane upon which It Is 
installed by more than 300 per cent. 
The same wing area and the same low 
speed In landing are retained, he said. 

It Is singular that the invention was 
practically completed by a co-worker 
of the Wright brothers— J. M. .Inrnbs. 
an employee of the l)ayton-Wri(.'ht 
Company for twelve years. Hhe spent 
seven months working on plans for llie 
wing. The invention was concluded 
under the direction of Col. Clark. 

Officials of the Dayton-Wright Com- 
pany expect it to revolutionise com- 
mercial flying. In addition to Increas- 
ing tha carrying capacity of a plane, 
the wing. Col. Clark said, will make It 
possible to daorauo the landing apeed 
by 30 per oent, if tha same load is 
carried aa with ordinary wings, and 
Increase the flying speed by 25 per 
cent., carrying the same load. 

Most of the danger of landing will 
l)e eliminated bo said, and a flyer will 
be enabled to land safely In a small 
field, now one of the most difficult 
things to accomplish In cross country 
flying.
